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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment and response filed on 1 1/9/2006 has been entered overcomes 
the rejections to the claims. 

The allowability of claims 120-127 has been withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 30 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim refers 
back to claim 127B and 129. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 120-127 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mizutani (JP 09190156), of record by the Applicant. 

Regarding claim 120, Mizutani ('156) teaches in figure 1 and the corresponding 
text, a method of mounting a flat panel display device, wherein the flat panel display 
device includes a first frame (4), a second frame (3) and a flat display panel (1), the 
method comprising: fixing the first frame of the flat panel display device to a display 
case using a fastening part (la) at a rear surface of the first frame, wherein the flat 
display panel is positioned between the first frame and the second frame when the flat 
panel display device is assembled. 
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Regarding claim 121 , Mizutani ('1 56) teaches the fastening part includes a 
fastening hole (part of boss la). 

Regarding claim 122, Mizutani ('156) teaches fixing the second frame to the 
display case using a plurality of fastening holes at a rear surface of the first frame. 

Regarding claim 123, Mizutani ('156) teaches the plurality of fastening holes are 
located at a corresponding corner of the rear surface of the first frame. 

Regarding claim 134, Mizutani ('156) teaches the fastening part includes a screw 

hole. 

Regarding claim 125, Mizutani ('156) teaches the fastening part includes a 

screw. 

Regarding claim 1 26, Mizutani ('1 56) teaches inserting the screw through a rear 
portion of the display case and into the screw hole at the rear surface of the first frame. 

Regarding claim 127, Mizutani ('156) teaches inserting each of a plurality of 
screws through the rear portion of the display case and into a corresponding one of a 
plurality of screw holes at the rear surface of the first frame. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 56-63, 65-76, 78-1 1 9, 1 41 -1 45, and 1 50-1 54 are allowed. 

4. Claims 1 28-1 32 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
